A t one of the lectures on “ T h rift” 
held at Cooper institute, N ew York, 
recently, under the auspices of

The lecturer admitted that in sucli 
case there did not seem much m ar­ 
gin left for saving.

week and he has brought up five chil­ 
dren. too, but he spends a dollar and 
a half a week for rum.” 
Now, in all probability neither of 
these heads of fam ilies is in a posi­ 
tion to warrant his saving 
any por­ 
tion of his wages, 
because 
the in­ 
come in proportion to the size of the 
fam ily is not large enough for really 
decent living in the city. 
But the 
point is, how much worse off tho sec­ 
ond man and his fam ily must be, if 
ho spends so large' a 
proportion of 
U s meager earnings for “ that which 
is not bread.** 
Nobody can 
deny

intem per­ 
ance is the main cause of poverty. 
The people of this country spend ft 
billion dollars 
a 
year 
for drink—- 
about $100,000,000 more than for all 
Fr.e necessities of life. Tt is estimated 
that the billion dollars paid over the 
counter in a year for drink

only 
about half of 
the 
m aterial damage 
i A Q ffl, the other 
half 
being spent 
for the various institutions the pub­ 
lic must 
m aintain 
because 
of 
the 
widespread use of intoxicant s. 
An 
official 
investigation 
bv 
the 
Massachusetts bureau of statistics of 
i^hor showed that 47 per cent of the 
inm ates of almshouses were there di­ 
rectly or indirectly because 
of 
the 
liquor habit and this is typical ot the 
r-sults from sim ilar investigations in 
many othe* states. The large amount 
of money paid Into the treasuries of 
states and m unicipalities 
b y 
liquor 
dealers does 
not 
nearly 
equal the 
colossal m aterial waste 
due to this 


traffic. 
Tt is interesting to note that large 
employers of labor not onl> encour­ 
age their einploves to save, hut thev 
riso very strongly discourage the use 
of alcoholic beverages in order to in­ 
crease the efficiency of their working 


force. 
This is one of the main points ot

The Progress of the Short Ballot Movement 


One of the earlier articles in this series told how 


quickly the people caught up with Woodrow W ilson’s 


doctrine that real democracy in America is just a ques­ 


tion of getting simple and workable instruments. 
Of 


course, the really difficult task is to get this idea enacted 


into laws. 
This phase of the movement is retarded by 
two great obstructions; cast iron State constitutions, and 


those politicians who are quite contented with the pres­ 
ent arrangements. 


Tim lightning struck first in California, where the 


bi-partisan railroad machine had just been overthrown. 
j 
In 1911 the progressive members of both parties, who 


were now in control, looked around for the best means of making 4he results 


of the election of 1910 permanent, that is, of keeping the existing machine out i 


of politics and fort stalling any sim ilar organization. 
The leaders at once took 


up the Short I allot idea and made it the first specific plank in their plat­ 


form. 
Gove mor Johnson emphasized it in bis message and put his influence 


behind several Legislative Short Ballot measures. 
Four of these were passed 


without great difficulty. 


Three of these respectively removed from the ballot the State Printer, tho 


Clerk of the Supreme Court and the members of the Railroad Commission. 


This latter board had b< ( n made elective years before so that the peoplo 


could control it. 
R esu lt:— The commissioners were hidden away among forty 


to fifty other officers on the ballot and for a generation devoted themselves 


exclusively to the neglect of their duties and the drawing of their salaries. 


The fourth of these California measures gave the people power to apply j 


the Short Ballot principle in the counties by adopting local charters suited to 


their local needs. W ithin less than a year under this new right the county of 


Los Angeles adopted an instrument under which there were cut off, at a 
stroke, thirteen of these petty clerical offices, which had been the center of 


so much ill directed party activity and inefficiency. 
It was provided that in i 


future they should be appointed on the basis of merit and not for party serv­ 


ice. 
The county supervisors were given real control over the machinery 


of organization just as in the commission plan cities. 


Another State which has made progress toward the Short Ballot is Ohio. 


In preparation for the constitutional convention which met in that State 


last year, the Municipal Association of Cleveland prepared a most careful 


analysis of the State government and proposed a measure which would 


remove from the State ticket the minor executives, including the Secretary of 


State, Treasurer, Auditor, Attorney General and Dairy and Food Commis­ 


sioner. The favorable way in which the measure was received led its friends 


to suppose that it would be submitted to the people, along with the forty 


other progn ssive proposals. When, however, it was brought to a vote, it was 


found that forty-seven of the one hundreJ and twenty delegates w’ere opposed 


to submitting this proposition to the people. 
Their cry w’as, “ It w ill givo 


the Governor too much pow er.” (They were not opposed to giving exactly tho 


same amount of power to the irresponsible party “ boss” who had actually 
made the appointments to minor State offices under the long ballot system.) 


The defeat of the measure disappointed the people and last fall all three 


political parties in Ohio went on record in favor of the Short Ballot in their 


platforms. 


In the spring of 1913 the friends of the measure made it more complete by 


adding amendments to make it possible for the p» oplo of the several counties 


to adopt a Short Ballot form of county government and providing that repre­ 


sentatives to the Legislature should be selected singly by districts instead 
of in big bunches by counties. 


W hen the Legislators assembled this spring and the proposition was put 
up to them in concrete form, many of them repudiated both the party promises 


and their personal written pledges. 
And the movement was checked again. 


The Short Ballot bills will now be put before the people by initiative. 


Michigan went through a sim ilar experience last March. There the Senate 


voted unanimously to submit to the people a proposition to apply the princi­ 


ple to tho heads of departments in the State. 
The State House of Representa­ 
tives, however, defeated it. 


The opposition in every State is the sam e:— On the surface the contention 


that it would “ centralize” power too much; deeper down, the petty officials, 


both those in office and 'hose who hope to be, have a passion for “ letting ths 
people fill the offices.” 


W ell, the cure for that is more light.

Jefferson City. Mo., June 19.—That 
radical reductions in freight fates on 
important commodities are made by 
the maximum freight law, the con­ 
stitutionality of which has been sus- 
i tained by the United States supreme 
court, is indicated 
by 
comparisons 
made between the 
present 
freight 
i 
I r a t e S of the Missouri 
Pacific 
and 
Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas railroads 
between Jefferson City and St. Louis 
and the maximum rates permitted by 
the n»w law. 
The distance between 
St. Louis and Jefferson City is 125 
miles and comparisons are made up­ 
on that distance. 
The railroads are 
now charging in some instances a 
lower rate than the maximum which 
was fixed by the old hoard of railroad 
and warehouse commissioners, which 
was superseded by the state public 
i service commission. 
| 
The maximum freight law makes 
* the heaviest 
reduction 
upon 
live 
stock. 
The reduction upon cattle and 
hogs is 33 1-3 per cent. 
I ’pon mules 
and horses, the reduction is much 
heavier. 
The old railroad commis­ 
sion fixed the maximum on mules 
and horses at $33.64 a car, while the 
maximum freight law fixes it on 36- 
foot cars at $19.80. 
! 
It was discovered yesterday by C . 
NT. Steer, rate expert, employed by 
the public service commission, that 
the maximum freight law is not ap­ 
plicable to coal. 
This was believed 
to be due to an oversight of the law 
makers. 
Section 3240 of the act in­ 
cluded coal in class J, along with 
j brick, sandstone, railroad ties, cord- 
wood, etc. 
But section 3241, R. S, 
1909, which specified the rat*» for the 
commodities under each class, does 
not mention class J at all. 
It men­ 
tions and fixes a rate on undressed 
stone, crushed rock, sand, railroad 
ties and brick, but makes no mention 
of coal. 
This means that the old 
rates upon coal will obtain until the 
state public service commission fixes 
others by zones.

A press bulletin Issued by Director 
Mumford, of the Missouri Agricultur­ 
al Experiment Station, of great im- 
lortance to the farmers of Missouri, 
says: 
It is estimated that 
thorough and 
intelligent cultivation during the dry 
}ear of 1911 added at least ten mil­ 
lion dollars to the corn crop of 
Mis­ 
souri. A similar condition confronts 
the Missouri farmers in 1913. Unless 
rain falls in the 
next few days the 
corn crop will be injured to such an 
extent that recovery will be impossi- 
h’e. 
It is possible to 
greatly alleviate 
the present condition. It is still possi­ 
ble in many sections of Missouri to 
make a good corn crop in spite of 
the drouth. This can be accomplish­ 
ed by frequent and 
shallow cultiva­ 
tion, which will prevent 
the 
loss of 
moisture by 
evaporation 
from the 
surface of the soil. All farmers are 
urged to 
cultivate 
constantly 
with 
shalldw working 
tools 
and by this 
nu ans a dust mulch will be kept on 
the surface which 
will 
conserve all 
soil moisture for the use of growing 
corn. If every farmer in Missouri will 
heed this advice and act accordingly 
it will add millions to the income ot 
Missouri farmers, and may save the 
corn crop.
